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AMERICAN RED CROSS 


APPEALS FOR MEMBERS | 


The annual call for funds for the 
American Red Cross is being conduct- 
ed in Menlo Park with Mrs. W. S. 
Bower as captain. As this is the first 
time Menlo Park has had an organized 
local representation it is hoped that 
all who can will contribute generously 
to this worthy cause. 

As thorough a canvas as can be 
made in a short time will be conduct- 
ed by representatives. Just have your 
dollars ready when they call. 

Increasing demands in every field of 
its activity and especially in disaster 
relief has made it necessary for the 
American Red Cross to appeal for a 
minimum of five million members for 
1929 during its annual Roll Ca'‘l. This 
is being held from Armistice Day, No- 
vember 11th to Thanksgiving Day. 

The following is a statement of some 
of the noteworthy things which the 
American Red Cross has done during 
the last year, according to informa- 
tion recently made public by the or- 
ganization. 

In Porto Rico the American Red 
Cross has a half million homeless and 
destitute persons under its care, and 
in Florida there are 50,000 persons 
looking to it for assistance as a result 
of the tropical hurricane which swept 
out of the Carribean Sea in Septem- 
ber and cut a path of destruction over 
a fifteen hundred mile course. A re- 
lief fund of about $5,500,000 has been 
raised with which the organization is 
preventing intense suffering and in 
many instances actual starvation. 

During the organization’s fiscal year 
which closed June 30th it gave assist- 
ance following 88 disasters, 66 of which 
were in this country and 22 abroad. 

Its workers in nearly 3,000 chapters 
in the United States have assisted an 
average of 26,558 service and ex-service 
men each month, helping them to set- 
tle government claims and procure 
hospital treatment and seeing that 
their families did not suffer while these 
claims were pending. At the same time 
Red Cross workers in camps and hos- 
pitals assisted an average of nearly 
30,000 men each month and arranged 
during the year more than 22,000 rec- 
reation and entertainment events. 

Carrying on civilian relief activities 
only where there is no other agency 
to do it—mostly in small towns and 
rural sections—the Red Cross has as- 
sisted more than 10,000 families during 
the year. 

Public Health Service 

In communities throughout the 
United States and in our Insular and 
Foreign possessions, its 745 Public 
Health nurses have been fighting dis- 
ease and suffering and improving the 
health stnadards of the nation. They 
have made more than a million visits 
to home sduring the year to care for 
the sick and protect the well. Hight 
hundred and seventy-four thousand 
school children have been inspected 
and given assistance in having their 
physical defects corrected. 

Nearly 60,000 women and girls have 
been taught. in the organization’s 
Home Hygiene and Care of the Sick 
classes, how to give home care to the 
sick in their homes and how to pre- 
vent sickness by the proper care of the 
home and the family.

World’s Longest Bridge 
to Link Bay Counties 


Quietly, almost unknown to the peo- 
ple of San Francisco bay region, a 
world wonder has been wrought which 
will provide them with a utility that 
will stand as a monument to modern 
engineering skill and local enterprise. 

A bridge—of solid cogcrete, seven 
and two tenths miles from shore to 
shore which has been constructed and 
is at present more than ninety percent 
completed, has joined the towns of 
San Mateo and Hayward. 
imen, project manager of the Ray- 
mond Concrete Pile company, con- 
structors. of this colossal enterprise, 
that the bridge will be opened for au- 
tomotive traffic about mid-February. 

It is the longest bridge in the world, 
and when McMenimen, speaking for 
his company, says “Go!” it will have 
been numbered among the world’s 
wonders. 

Among the personne: of this bay 
bridge achievement to whom unusual 
credit will be due, the bosses say, is 
Bob Crawford, superintendent of elec- 
trical barge No. 4, and an obscure 
worker, known only a s‘‘211.” Craw- 
ford has laid thousands of tons of 
giant concrete slaps to the e»actitude 
of a fraction of an inch merely by the 
tones of a whistle, each note of the 
siren implying a different mechanical 
movement of the barge to lift or lower. 
Workman “211” will require a chapter 
apart. 


This huge construction project began 
in April, 1928. To have it more than 90 
percent complete at this time means a 
triumph of construction ability never 
before known on such a_ stupendous 
community effort, local technical ob- 
servers assert. 


As a matter of local pride, it is 
pointed out, the highly efficient elec- 
tric barge, which, with its local crew, 
has been employed on the work since 
it sbeginning, has played an impor- 
tant part and will share in the glory 
when the bridge is finally opened for 
traffic early in the new year. This 
barge has handled thousands of blocks 
of concrete weighing as high as fifty 
tons each, with as much apparent ease 
as one might drop a cube of sugar 
into a “small black.” It may be point- 
ed out that of the more than 250,000 
tons of concrete that have been util- 
ized in the formation of the bridge, al! 
of its ingredients were scooped from 
the bottom of the bay in the area in 
which the bridge was built. Great for- 
mations of oyster shell were dug up. 
In turn, these were ground into a fine 
pulp, from which the concrete piles, 
spans and caps were made. 

Including approaches and _ other 
structural necessities, the bridge wil? 
be 12 miles in length, including four 
and eight-tenths miles of earth filled 
approaches.

Firt Aid to Injured 

With 90,000 persons a year dying as 
a result of accidents, the American 
Red Cross is waging a nation-wide 
campaign to reduce this annual loss 
of life. In the last twelve months it 
has instructed more than 150,000 per- 
sons in the United States in first aid 
for the injured, while the number of 
persons enrolled in its life saving corps 
after receiving intensive instruction in 
methods for rescuing and reviving the 
drowning persons, has reached nearly 
174,000. During the year it has also 
given more than 4,000 lectures and 
demonstrations for the furtherance of

In addition to helping with the ad- 
ministrative and other phases of the 
work, Red Cross volunteers have dur- 
ing the year, produced more than a 
quarter of a million garments and two

also transcribed 1,316 volumes into 
Braille, a system of raised lettering 
whereby the blind are enabled to read. 
Practically all Braille transcribing in 
this country is done by Red Cross 
volunteers. 

The American Red Cross makes no 
appeals for funds during the year ex- 
cept following great national disasters 
in which all funds contributed are spent 
for relief work in the disaster for which 
the appeal is made. This entire pro- 
gram of service is financed from mem- 
bership dues obtained during the Roll 
Call. In addition to this the member- 
ship funds finance many relief opera- 
tions following relatively small disas- 
ters in which no special appeal is 
made.

TELEPHONE SERVICE EXTENDED 


Telephone service between Hungary 


and the United States was inaugu- 
rated Monday, November 12 at 10:30 


a.m. by two conversations between of- 
ficials of the two governments, accord- 
ing to the announcement made today 
by The Pacific Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company. 

The first conversation was between 
President Count Bethlen in Budapest 
and Frank B. Kellogg, Secretary of 


State in Washington. The second was 
between the American Minister to 
Hungary, J. Butler Wright, in Buda- 


pest and the Hungarian Minister in 
Washington, Count S. Z. Echenyl. 

With the addition of the capital of 
Hungary to the cities to which trans- 
Atlantic service is already available 
Hungary is the fifteenth European 
nation to be brought within speaking 
range of America. Budapest birngs 
50,000 additional telephones serving 
nearly a million people to be inter- 
connected with the 26,000,000 in EFu- 
rope and America alreadylinked by 
transatlantic service. A total popula- 
tion of about 268,000,000 is served by 
the telephones included in this net- 
work. 

Hungary is the second of the inde- 
pendent states created from the for- 
mer Austrian Empire to be included 
in transatlantic telephone service ex- 
tensions. The first was Austria which 
was brought within reach of American 
telephone users last week when Vienna 
telephones were linked to the transat- 
antic circuit.

CALIFORNIA FOURTH 
IN POULTRY INDUSTRY 


According to the latest available fig- 
ures from the Department of Agricul- 
ture, California ranks fourth in the 
growth of its poultry industry among 
all the states of the Union. In the 
five years before 1926, the total egg 
production in this state increased 51 
per cent. In the production of eggs 
per hen the increase was 24 per cent. 

This increase in egg production per 
hen—although less in some states—is 


said by agricultural statisticians to be 
due mainly to the better selection of 
stock and better care of it. New scien- 


tific information on the care of poultry 
is another cause of the increase. Such 
developments as the utilization of the 
ultra-violet rays of the sun which sup- 
ply the much needed vitamin D, by 
neans of celoglass windows for hen 
houses, perfected brooders of great size 
and scientific methods of feeding ad- 
vocated by poultry experimental sta- 
tions have all played their part in the 


countrywide increase in egg produc- 
ion during the past few years.
